The PATRIN STAFF proudly commemorates the 1961 PATRIN to our Campus with hopes that 
in the future it will serve students as a stepping stone to learning just as it has us. 
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The Western College Association is a professional agency which accredits the 
private and public universities and colleges of California. The agency through its 
representatives offers a judgement on an institution and its program with the intent 
of assisting the college to identify its strengths and weaknesses and to evaluate its over¬ 
all effectiveness. The accreditation report includes commendations, constructive criti¬ 
cisms, and recommendations. The accreditation period, if accreditation is approved at 
all, may range from a minimum of one year to a maximum of five years. 

Santa Rosa Junior College was initially accredited for a period of five years in 1955 
when the program was begun. In the fall of 1960, our college was revisited by repre¬ 
sentatives of the Western College Association, and subsequent action of the Associa¬ 
tion provided us with another five year term of accreditation. 

It, of course, is a matter of great satisfaction to all of us that we have been accorded 
this recognition. The following paragraph from the concluding statement of the report 
issued to us by the association is particularly gratifying. 

“The members of the Accreditation Committee were particularly impressed by the 
enthusiasm of the students for their school work. This gave evidence that the Santa 
Rosa Junior College was fulfilling its educational function to a fine degree. After care¬ 
ful consideration of the ‘Application for Accreditation,’ visitation to the classes, 
review of the curriculum and instruction, and interviews with the capable staff, there 
appeared to be excellent reasons for the satisfaction of the students.” 

We recognize our obligation and welcome our responsibility to look candidly and 
critically at what we are, what we are doing, and the results we are achieving. We view 
this as a cooperative venture involving the members of the Board of Trustees, the 
Faculty, Associated Students, the Classified Staff, and the Administration. 

We indeed have a first-rate institution. We don’t expect to stand still, however; there 
is always room for improvement. We will work together toward that end.

Foreign Relations committee 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


The student council has made many important 
advances this year on our home campus. By far the 
most significant accomplishment, however, concerns 
not only S.R.J.C.,. but students in foreign lands 
as well. 

We refer to exchange student Ed Nasser’s “For¬ 
eign Relations Plan.” This plan consists of an adapta¬ 
tion of the exchange student system, with several 
modifications. There will be no exchange, as only 
foreign students will be brought to this country. The 
funds for this operation will make but a small dent 
in the millions spent on foreign aid. 

Under the plan, promising students in fields most 
needed by their respective countries will be brought 
to the U.S., educated, and returned to their homeland 
with equipment for their trades, all at “foreign aid” 
expense. 



As yet, our government has not adopted the 
Foreign Relations Plan, and we don’t know how it 
will be received. So far it has met with success. First 
introduced at the California Junior College Student 
Government Association conference, it was immedi¬ 
ately and overwhelmingly accepted as a resolution. 

Later a state-wide Foreign Relations Committee 
was set up, with S.R.J.C as the hub and Ed Nasser 
at its head. Ed has written and gained the support 
of several past and present congressmen and repre¬ 
sentatives. In reply to a letter to President John F. 
Kennedy, this letter was received by Ed.

Dear Mr. Nasser: 

Thank you for your letter to the President with the 
enclosed resolution passed at the State Conference of 
the California Junior College Student Government 
Association last November. 

The President appreciates your bringing this resolution 
to hos attention, and he has directed that your com¬ 
ments be brought to the attention of the officials of the 
Department of State who are in charge of our ex¬ 
change student program. 

With the thought that you might like to have it, I am 
enclosing a copy of the Presidents State of the Union 
Message to the Congress in which he discussed the 
role of the United States in the construction of a 
sound and expanding economy for the non-communist 
world. 

Your wish to serve your Government after completing 
your education is most commendable. The President 
hopes you are enjoying your stay in America, and he 
sends you his best wishes.
